STADIUM, CHICAGO, June 28. 


—Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt de- 
cided today to stake all his presi- 
dential nomination hopes on the 
traditional two-thirds rule.

or got his leaders here on the tele- 
phone and instructed them to aban- 
don their fight for a special rule, 
whereby the convention would be 
asked to nominate by a majority 
vote if after six ballots no candi- 
date was able to command two- 
thirds.
